Trm TTDIDUTE EXPLOSION.—Concern- 


ing the explosion ?,t Tidioute, mentioned 
yesterday, we have the following reliable 
information: 


At a few minutes past six, last Satur- 


day, 
the lower plate under the grate bars 


of an old boiler"at Mr. Brock's well, across 
the river and nearly opposite the Shaw 
House, blew out. At the time the engine 
was stopped to allow of tightening the ec- 
centric. Thiee men, brothers, were in the 
engine hou«e nt the time 
All were blown 


out, and one of them, George Manning, 
twenty-two. 3 ear.- of age, waa found in the 
woods over one hundred feet distance, ter- 
ribly scalded ..nd bruised. He was imme- 
diately taken into ^Tr. Richaids-on's house, 
from whose family he received every kind 
attention, bu' after liusrerinsr in intense 
agony, he died at h'ilt--past five Sunday 
morning. His parents came from "Warren, 
and were with him when he died. The 
others escaped almost miraculously, with- 
out serious injury. 


The boiler wss forced soino forty feet, 


displacing u sill and tearing out a corner 
of the derrick, and making a summersault 
in its course. 


The well wa* n small one and wns run 


by the brothers for ono-hulf the oil. They 
lived in tho engine house and were hardly 
making wages. Tho boiler was an old 
one v,hich had been rejected by other par- 
ties. The plato -blown oft" w,« very de- 
fective. Just before tho CTplosion the 
;water showed at the upper gauge.
